2. BORROWERS:

Any resident or taxpayer of Austin shall be entltled to borrow books from the
Library by signing the prover application and agreement and receiving a borrower'!s card.
In the case of a minor the application muat also be signed by the parent or guardian.

A temporary resident may borrow booke on making a deposit of not leass than one
or more than five dollare, thie sum to be returnsd to the depositor upon surrender of
his borrower's card.
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3. BORRQWER'S GARD:

Lach borrower shall be reaponsible for all books charged on his oard. Change
of residence mist be reported immediately.

Lost oards should be reported at onoce. Oarde will be replaced one month after
notice of loss is given, upon the payment of & fine of five cente. Books may be bor-
rowed during this interval by payment of five ocents for a tamporary borraowert's oard.

4. ISSUR OF BOO¥S:

Oard holders may borrow any reasonable number of books at one time, only two
of whioh may be recent fiotion.

Books shall ordinarily be loaned for a period of two weeks, with a renewal
privilege of two weeks longer.

Reference worke and books from reserve collections may not be taken from the
1ibrary.

5+ DESERVES!

Non~fiation and some older fiotion may be resoerved at the Library by payment of
two cents for a postal card notices. As soon as the book is returned 4o the Librazy,
this postal card will be mailed to the person making the request, and the books will be
reserved two days.

6. EINEQ! |

A ?ine of two cents a day, or five oents a day for books much in demand (inolud=
ing Sundaye and holidays) must be paid on eaoh book kept overtime. '

A borrower must pay for books 1loet or injured whioh are charged on hie card. :
The borrowerts card may be withdrawn if fines or other chargee are not paide
